Need help? If you do not see a side-bar with image thumbnails: 

Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader . If this cover page appears without a list of PDF files (either at the side or bottom of the 
screen), look for a paper clip or a menu option to view attachments. If you click that, you should see a list of the pages in the PDF 
package. 

Viewing files with Linux: This works with the default PDF viewer that comes pre-installed with Ubuntu. While viewing this 
cover page in the PDF viewer, click "View" on the top toolbar, and check the box that says "Side Panel". That will bring up the 
side panel. The side panel will show only this cover page. Click the ‘arrow’ at the top of the side panel, and it will give you the 
option to view "attachments." If you click that, you should see a list of PDF files, which are the pages in the PDF package.

HEALTH NOTES.

‘ HE CAUGHT IT AT SCHOOL. 


THE young people of this country are at the present moment 
in a more or less painful position. The call has come to 
thousands of children who now are creeping like snails un- 
willingly to school after blissful weeks spent at the sea-side or 
elsewhere. It is to be hoped that the holidays have given 
a stock of ^health to each child sufficient to carry him in 
triumph through whatever risks he may encounter before 
the next blissful period arrives. To repeat a well-worn 
saying— good health is the best protection against disease. 


Common experience indicates that a leading cause of the 
spread of infectious diseases is the personal contact of the 
schoolroom. Children are for ever being said to have caught 
such and such a disease at school. Parents, schoolmasters 
and medical men appear to agree on this subject ; but there 
ls not unanimity as to how to prevent that which is in reality 

preventable.

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But mixed day and boarding schools or simple day schools 
are always open to attack from within, however well the 
term may have begun. A child who is “ only out of sorts 
and a little feverish" may be allowed to enter the schoolroom 
and infect a dozen others on the first day of his illness. It i s 
as a rule only careless parents who permit such an accident; 
but as one careless parent may thus do untold mischief, the 
efforts to make all parents understand the importance, for 
the sake of others, of the early isolation of suspected cases, 
are to be highly commended. 
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But the much abused parent is not the only person who 
may be at fault. While school masters and mistresses readily 
recognize the horror and damage of an epidemic and the 
errors of parents, some scarcely realize to the full their own 
responsibilities in the matter. Their efforts should not stop 
short with the praiseworthy endeavours to keep parents up 
to their duties where infectious diseases are concerned. 
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Disease germs pass quickly from one child to another in 
overcrowded and ill-ventilated rooms ; much less quickly 
in uncrowded and well-ventilated rooms. It is a sad fact 
that in private schools overcrowded ill-ventilated rooms are 
the rule rather than the exception. The air of the school- 
room should always be as sweet during and at the end o 
the hour as at the beginning, and would be so if the room 
were not overcrowded and were always well-ventilated. 11 
the smelly stuffy schoolroom wicked germs flourish. 


Teachers would get better work from their pupils un er 
proper sanitary conditions. There is strong evidence ^ 
show that the nervous affections, headaches, anaemia 
other annoying derangements of health in some children^a^ 
due, not to our bogey friend heredity, nor to so-called 
pressure," but to the unhealthy surroundings in whic 
children work — more particularly to the totally ina eq j 
amount of air space provided. 
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Xhe Medical Officers of Health of the country have dis- 
s sed and are still considering 1 the best means of preventing 
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he spread of infectious diseases in elementary schools. In 
fading the reports of these discussions one is struck by the 
fact that some mysterious question of “ grants ” appears to 
be somehow mixed up with the health question, and to be 
u ffed out with an altogether false importance. 


In our public and private schools it is to be hoped there 
is no “ grant ” or analogous question to interfere with the 
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best being done for the health of pupils. Parliament appears 
to be about to consider the whole subject of secondary 
education, and in this connection the following resolution, 
due to Dr. Sidney Marsden, Medical Officer of Health 
for Birkenhead, which was carried at the recent annual 
meeting of the British Medical Association, is not without 
significance : — 

that representations should be made to the Local 

Government Board and the Education Department that 
powers may be given to sanitary authorities, enabling them 
to control the conditions of all schools (private or otherwise) 
with regard to overcrowding and other sanitary arrange- 
ments, similar to those they possess over workshops under 
the Factory and Workshop Acts.” 
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
